Blocked rights of way in Bar Hill 


Please keep the suggestions coming! 
Recently reported was the bollard at the 
entrance to the Nature Reserve making it 
impassable for people in wheelchairs. 


I am looking into this but glad of any other 
examples please! 


Bus services- when will the pre Covid 
timetables be back? 

Now that the Government has lifted 
restrictions and employers are starting to 
expect people to track back into work it’s 
vital to get our bus service back to normal. 
I will be raising this issue with bus 
operators to ensure that late routes and 
reduced services revert to pre-pandemic 
levels as soon as possible. 


The Local Government Association (LGA) 
conducted a review of the current situation 


for Cambridgeshire County Council. This 
group included cross-party councillors, as 
well as specialists from across England. 
The group have completed their report 
(ink below) and have highlighted a 
number of findings; 


- The new administration took over a 
council that was running a cumulative 
deficit of £64m (a little under 10% of 
the Councils £660m total budget)! 


- “This Land Ltd” - a private company the 
Council Council setup to acquire 
Council-owned land, develop it, and 
then sell it on (currently making multi- 
million pound losses!) - should undergo 
a review to look at how realistic the 
company’s finances were. The previous 
administration loaned about £120m to 
the company. There has been a lot of 
interest in this story locally and 
nationally - if you’d like more 
information please get 1n touch! 


It was good to hear that the LGA team 
believed the new administration has made 
a good start, we're working collaboratively, 
creating strategic plans to deliver against 
the future challenges.

Wildlife Gardening in October 


Some of our most beneficial insects can be 
assisted this month, by providing artificial 
nest homes for them. Ladybirds cluster 
together to spend the winter in dry frost - 
free places, and a bundle of hollow natural 
plant stems, bamboo canes or a purpose 
built wooden home will encourage them to 
stay around. 


You can also provide them and other 
insects including lacewings, with an over 
wintering place by leaving herbaceous 
vegetation uncut. Any branches or leaves 
that are around can be left in a dry place to 
be used by insects. 


Hedgehog Fact 

Their long snout is useful. Hedgehogs 

have a really long snout to help them hunt. 

It is even ahead of their mouths as it 

makes it easier to forage for their staple 
diet of insects, worms, 
caterpillars and berries. 


Helping Hedgehogs in October 

As the colder weather takes hold, mature 
hedgehogs will continue to feed as much 
as possible and begin building their nests 
in preparation for hibernation. 


It is crucial for them to gain enough 
weight to survive hibernation. ( 650g). We 
can continue to help them by leaving food 
and water out for them.

How full is your Black Bin? 

An odd question perhaps, but it made you 
think didn’t it! Are you aware that Tesco 
will now take your non-recyclable 
wrappers or plastics and recycle them? It 
will take a little planning but a little effort 
goes a long way - every time my kids have 
a bag of crisps or an ice lolly they know 
that those wrappers aren’t to go in the bin; 
we have a plastic bag beside the bins for 
all the non-recyclable items which I will 
then take to Tesco when full. I normally 
end up taking 2 full carrier bags to Tesco, 
once a month. We’re talking things like 
cherry tomato bags, the cellophane lids on 
fruit punnets, yoghurt lids, crisp packets, 
Pringles tubes and medication blister 
packs. There’s also a make-up recycling 
bin opposite the self-scan exit; I?ll drop in 
empty mascara tubes etc when they’re 
finished with. 


The local council provides advice on what 
goes in each bin, but now that Tesco offer 
a third recycling option, it will negate a 
few of the points they make - if a packet 
states “not yet recycled” it would imply 
that you should put it in the black bin but 
these are the items that Tesco will take. 


I’ve been noticing more and more items 
are available in fully recyclable containers 
(Smarties and cotton-buds to name just 2!) 
and many people are switching to 
refillable for their shampoos etc. Tesco 
have actually just introduced their “Loop” 
system across 10 stores in the East of 
England (not here, but Newmarket Road is 
one) which is a refillable scheme with a 
deposit of 20p per bottle - I’d say it’s 
worth a look 1f you’re in that store. 


On a side note, did you know it’s easier for 
the machines to recycle larger amounts of 
tin foil than those silly bits of wrapper you 
get?! Keep a dish to one side and bunch up 
all the mini Easter Egg or Christmas 
chocolate-coin wrappers into a big ball and 
place in your blue bin as one!

You may have noticed that there has been 
a recent spate of vandalism and antisocial 
behaviour around the village. We have had 
reports of residents’ properties being 
targeted and several items of Parish 
Council property have had to be removed 
from use when they have been burned or 
destroyed. Every time the Parish Council 
has to replace any of these items, the cost 
is borne indirectly by yourselves as 
residents that pay council tax through the 
precept system. Two recent examples are 
the Parish Council noticeboard which will 
cost approximately £3,000 to replace and 
the bear bin in the Village Green play area 
that will cost approximately £400 to 
replace. If an insurance claim is made, this 
still comes out of your precept money that 
the Parish Council receive from South 
Cambs District council. 


These events are reported to the police by 
the Parish Council, and we would 
encourage all residents who witness or are 
a victim of such behaviour to report it to 
the police as well. The police cannot 
investigate every instance of vandalism or 
antisocial behaviour, but by reporting 
every episode you help the police to build 
a picture of what is happening in your 
community, and they can then keep an eye 
on things and hopefully take action 
accordingly.

This 
email is monitored by your local force for 
general antisocial behaviour and local 
issues. 


Remember to call 999 as always in case of 
emergency, and 101 for non-emergency 
crime reports. 


As autumn approaches, you will begin to 
see our contractors working on the many 
trees and green areas around the village. 
The Parish Council have hundreds of trees 
to maintain. Unfortunately, every year 
some of these trees have to be cut back 
hard or felled for safety or insurance 
reasons. When a tree is felled, the Parish 
Council policy do aim to replace it. The 
replacement tree will not always be in the 
same location or of the same species, but it 
will be planted in other more suitable areas 
away from buildings in the village. 


This year, as part of their Zero Carbon 
Communities campaign, South Cambs 
District Council are offering six free trees 
to all Parish Councils and so this will help 
to keep up the stock of new trees being 
planted in Bar Hill. This will coincide with 
The Tree Council’s National Tree Week 
(Saturday 27 November- Sunday 5 


December).
